Bangs Vaccination 

The vaccination of calves a- 
gainst Bangs disease (Brucello- 
sis) will soon be getting under 
way again. This year the Gov- 
ernment of Alberta will be giv- 
ing additional grants tto those 
municipal: Districts which are 
operating on Brucellosis Restric- 
ted Areas. The grants will a- 
mount to 50¢ per calf, vaccinated 
and ‘this will help to reduce the 
cost of vaccination to the farm- 
er, This grant will continue for 
two years after the Federal 
Government starts the blood 


; testing program which they are 


planning. This blood testing will 
be done on a municipal basis and 


here again those municipalities 


which have been operating as 
Brucellosis restricted areas will 
be done first. 
Hog Production 

Pigs have been good money 
makers on the farm this. last 
few. years, In fact anyone who 
thas stayed with hog production 
has always made money.

News Report . 
From Edmonton

EDMONTON—The provincial 


government may soon be mak- 
ing its first loans to help young 
farmers become established. 

It was reported last week that 
to date 11 municipalities and 
nine local improvement districts 
have applied for authority to 
set up farm-purchase boards un- 
der legislation passed by the 
House earlier this year. 

b Putnam, deputy minister 
of agriculture, said the: boards 
will be formed as soon as pos- 
sible, and once they are oper- 
ating they can begin processing 
applications for loans from the 
$2,000,000 fung set up under the 
legislation. 

Officials anticipate a brisk 
demand for the assistance once 
it becomes available. Rising 
costs of farm land, machinery 
and equipment make it increas- 
ingly difficult for young men to 
become established on farms, 
and it was for this reason that 


farm groups pressed for the act 


passed this spring. 

Under the plan, loans can be 
granted to a maximum of $7,500, 
or 40 percent of the purchase 
price of an economic farm unit. 
Loans will be for a maximum 
of 20 years or until the borrow- 
er reaches the age of 65, and 
interest will be at 5% per cent, 
with the municipality keeping 
one per cent to meet operating 
cests, _ 

The loans will be made only 
to Canadian citizens or British 
subjects between the ages of 21 
and 55 who have lived and farm- 
ed in Alberta for at least three 
years. 

Government officials say. the 
plan should prove particularly 
useful in cases where a father 
wants to sell out to his son. It 
will permit the son to raise the 
money, and the father can re- 
tire without worrying because 
the loan is guaranteed. Munici- 
palities were given the task of 
administering the program be- 
cause it is easier for local auth- 
orities to assess local situations 
and keep track of land values.

Alberta’s all-out campaign 
against rabies, which started in 
1952, may be all but forgotten 
by many residents of the pro- 
vince, but it’s big news this week 
in Cedar Rapids, Iowa. 

It was the greatest rabies con- 
trol program in history, and a 
meeting of the Eastern Iowa 
Veterinary Association heard all 
about it from the man who di- 
rected it. He is Dr. Ballantyne, 
provincial government director 
of veterinary services, who was 
main speaker of the meeting in 
Cedar Rapids. 

The Cedar Rapids Gazette de- 
voted a full column to a story 
and pictures on the rabies bat- 
tle, which started in 1952 when 
the disease broke out among 
wild animals in northern Alber- 
ta. Dr. Ballantyne launched the 
war which was waged with poi- 
son baits, cyanide guns and traps 
against predatory animals, to 
push the disease far back into 
the north. "i 


Alberta may stand to benefit 
from a mammoth hydro project 
proposed for northern B.C., af- 
fecting the flow of the Peace 
River. — 

According to an  announce- 
ment from B.C., it will control 


-|and regulate the flow of the 


Peace, eliminating the vast fluc- 
tuation in winter and spring le- 
vels. The B.C. government says 
it will make hydro developments 
possible in Alberta.
